TOWN OF WILMOT WARRANT 
THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Wilmot in the (L.S.) County of Merrimack in said 
State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Wilmot on Tuesday, the 9" of 
March, next at ten of the clock in the forenoon (the polls clos'ng at 6:00 o’clock p.m.) to act upon 
the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1: 

A. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 

B. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the new Zoning Ordinance of the Town of Wilmot, 
NH as proposed by the Planning Board? The new Zoning Ordiance would replace the 
current Planning and Zoning Ordinance which was originally adopted in 1968 and which has 
been subsequently amended. 

C. To see ifthe Town will vote to amend the Wilmot Planning and Zoning Ordinance to 
expand the Commercial District I to include the property located on the northerly side of 
Route 11 which is depicted on Sheet 11 of the Town Tax Maps as Parcel No. 28 and which 
has frontage on Route 11 and Village Road, as proposed by the petition of at least 25 voters 
of the town?” (Note: The Wilmot Planning Board disapproves of this petitioned 
amendment). 


You are hereby further notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Wilmot the 9" of March, 
next at seven of the clock in the evening to act upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 2: To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray Town charges for the 
ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen, to sell any material or 
equipment deemed to be surplus to the Town needs; the sale of highway material or equipment to 
be made with the approval of the Road Agent. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the office of Auditor in accordance 
with RSA 41:31. The Town contracts with a private auditing firm to complete the yearly audit. 
Having an elected auditor is a duplication of services. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 5: “Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:1-c which authorize any town or city to 
elect not to assess, levy and collect a resident tax?” Recommended by the Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of Seventy-Five Thousand 
Dollars ($75,000.00) for the purpose of purchasing a new highway truck for use on the highways, 


and to see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to withdraw the amount of Fifty Thousand 
Dollars ($50,000.00) from the Capital Reserve Equipment fund to be applied to the purchase of 
the truck. (The total amount to be raised by taxes being Twenty-Five Thousand Dollars 
($25,000.00)). Recommended by the Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Thirteen 
Thousand Four Hundred Forty-Four Dollars ($13,444.00) for the purpose of purchasing a 1,000 
gallon double walled, above ground tank to bring the town in to compliance with State and EPA 
requirements. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Thirty Thousand 
Dollars ($30,000.00) for the Wilmot Volunteer Fire Company, Inc. Recommended by the 
Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Forty- Five 
Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ($45,500.00) to initiate the revaluation by a private appraisal firm 
that has been approved by the Department of Revenue Administration, to be started in the year 
1999. This will be a non-lapsing appropriation per RSA 32:7, VI and will not lapse until the 
revaluation is completed on or before December 31, 2001, whichever is sooner. Recommended 
by the Selectmen. (Majority vote required). 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Forty Thousand 
Dollars ($40,000.00) for the purpose of repairs to the existing Town Office Building (roof, 
insulation, floor joists, painting) and to see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to withdraw 
the amount of Twenty- Five Thousand Dollars ($25,000.00) from the Capital Reserve Town 
Office Buildings fund to be applied to the cost of renovations. (The total amount to be raised by 
taxes being Fifteen Thousand Dollars ($15,000.00)). Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Seven Hundred 
Ninety Dollars ($790.00) for the purpose of supporting and funding the services of the Kearsarge 
Area Council on Aging. Petitioned by Deirdre L. Segerson and others. Recommended by the 
Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will vote to accept Stone Bridge Road, as a Town Road, 
Class V, said Stone Bridge Road having been constructed in accordance with Town specifications 
as reported by the Road Agent. Petitioned by Matthew M. Siranian and others. 


ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will vote to accept Quiet Cove Road, as a Town Road, Class 
V, said Quiet Cove Road having been constructed in accordance with Town specifications as 
reported by the Road Agent. Petitioned by Barney L. Brannen, Jr. and others. 


ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will vote to declare Grace Road as a Scenic Road in 
accordance with RSA 231:157 and 158 and to impose additional conditions to preserve the scenic 
nature of Grace Road. Petitioned by Philip Morse and others.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


1998 was both a satisfying and difficult year. We had many personnel changes in 1998 
Henry Patten, our Road Agent for more than forty years retired. We wish to publicly thank 
Henry for his expertise and dedication to our town, and wish him the very best in his retirement. 
Highway employee, Lee Ford was appointed Road Agent. Barbara Sanborn our long-time 
Treasurer resigned and was succeeded by her deputy, Gayle Irick, many thanks to Barbara. We 
did not have a candidate for auditor on the 1998 ballot. However, Mary Gutgsell consented to be 
appointed. We have put an article in the 1999 warrant to abolish the position, since the town 
hires an outside accounting and auditing firm it seems that an elected auditor is a duplication of 
effort. George Howe resigned as the town representative to the Central N.H. Regional Planning 
Commission and the Recycling Committee, Jonathan Feins replaced George on the Regional 
Planning Commission and Don Novak on the Recycling Committee. Many thanks George for 
your help on both committees. Lee Topham was appointed Town Moderator after Keith Fleury 
resigned. (No one ran for the job but Keith got the most write-in votes). School board member 
Elizabeth Fielding resigned and Bonney Teti was appointed to take her place. Other 
appointments included Lisah Carpenter and Patricia Fleury to the Zoning Board of Adjustment. 
Elly Phillips the secretary to the Selectmen and town bookkeeper left July 1" to work in the 
Sutton town office. We thank her for her help in the past and wish her the best in her new 
position. 


The Planning Board has spent many, many hours at meetings and hearings crafting updates 
to our Planning and Zoning Ordinances and initiating new ordinances where none existed in the 
past. You should be advised that our Planning Board meets and acts without salary or payment 
for their time. The Board of Selectmen want to say thank you to all persons elected, appointed or 
volunteers for their generous gift of time and resources to our town. 


At long last the work on the Town Hall renovations have been completed but the E-911 
numbering system remains unfinished. The state advises us it should be completed by late March 
or early April of 1999. 


It seems every time the Federal or State Legislature convenes the result is more 
regulations to adhere to and more reports to submit to other governing authorities. Because of 
this your Board of Selectmen have been meeting weekly to keep up with the demands to 
administer your town government. This year we have more than doubled the number of meetings 
and still had difficulty keeping up with that demand, i.e. we spent an enormous amount of time 
enacting the new state mandated system for taxing gravel pits. We attended many meetings with 
Department of Revenue Administration officials and gravel pit operators to be sure every one was 
treated fairly and in compliance with the new law. 


The Board will be requesting funding for a part-time Administrative Assistant to assist the 
Selectmen. We feel the time has come for Wilmot to get additional help in Administering the 
Town needs. The job of Selectman has become so complex and demanding that it is nearly 
impossible to get anyone to run for the office. An Administrative Assistant would make the 


Selectmans job much more bearable. We are concerned that if we do not do this people will 
never be willing to serve more than one term, if at all. 


Another area of much concern to us is the town has not had a tax revaluation since 1989. 
Considering that the state recommends revaluation on a five year cycle we feel the time has come 
to face the issue. We plan is to do this over a two year period, one-half in 1999 and one-half in 
2000 with the new assessments taking effect upon completion of the revaluation. We have 
initiated a warrant article to fund the project. 


Areas that must be addressed in 1999 will be preparation for the 2000 Census, updating 
our computer software (we are currently not year 2000 compliant), major maintenance to the 
town office building, purchase of a new truck for the highway department and a retirement system 
for our full-time employees. In the past our tax maps have been updated by Kearwood Corp., 
John Morse, Kearwood President, has advised us he no longer will be offering this service so we 
must find a new provider which will undoubtedly be more costly. (All good projects for an 
Administrative Assistant). 


In the coming year we will address the aforementioned issues along with the many others 
that are bound to come up. Please feel free to contact our office with your concerns or visit 
anyone of our weekly meetings.

Greetings all! It has been a busy year, with lots going on in our offices. 
January 1998 brought the issuance of Motor Vehicle plates and the Ice Storm, too! 


In April 1998, Joyce Lichty was sworn in as Deputy Town Clerk-Tax Collector. Joyce 
has done a fine job for the town-so much to learn and so many fine details! I appreciate her 
commitment to the town, as well as her willingness to come in at a moment’s notice. Thank you, 
Joyce! 


This summer I attended my second year of certification for Tax Collection at UNH. I 
learned so much and try to put the skills to work within my position. 


In September, elected officials of the town and members of both the Planning Board and 
the Historical Society met with Peter Parker and Cynthia Swank from the Inlook Group of 
Portsmouth, NH. During a tour of town buildings, they assessed (free of charge) our town 
records, what condition they are in, how they are stores, etc. Peter Parker then came back to 
report his findings to the Board of Selectmen.

He also announced that after the 
meeting there would be a presentation. 


The Moderator, Mr. Robert K. Minard, Jr., announced that Annie Walker, the mother of 
Walter Walker, had died that afternoon and offered condolences to the family. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:00 p.m. on Tuesday, March 10, 1997, to act upon 
the following subjects:

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ARTICLE 3: Mr. Richard Lee made the motion to adopt the motion as written “To see if the 
Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell any material or material or equipment deemed 
to be surplus to the Town needs; the sale of highway material or equipment to be made with the 
approval of the Road Agent” and said that this was recommended by the Selectmen. The motion 
was seconded. No discussion followed. Passed by acclamation. 


ARTICLE 4: Mr. Gerald Rayno made the motion to adopt Article 4 as written “To see if the 
Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen, indefinitely or until rescinded, to convey any real 
estate acquired by the Town by tax collector’s deed. Such conveyance will be by deed following a 
public auction or the property may be sold by advertised sealed bids or may be otherwise disposed 
of as justice may require pursuant to RSA 80:80" and said that this was recommended by the 
Selectmen. The motion was seconded. Discussion followed. By acclamation it was passed. 


ARTICLE 5: Mr. Richard Biron made the motion to adopt Article 5 as written “To see if the 
Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the provision of RSA 35:1 for the 
purpose of constructing a Town office building to raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty Five 
Thousand Dollars ($25,000.00) to be placed in this fund” and said that this was recommended by 
the Selectmen. The motion was seconded. Discussion followed. A motion was made for an 
amendment to Article 5 to be amended as follows “To see if the Town will vote to establish a 
Capital Reserve Fund under the provision of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of renovating and/or 
constructing a Town office building and to raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty Five 
Thousand Dollars ($25,000.00) to be placed in this fund”. The amendment was seconded. 
Discussion followed. The motion as amended carried, 14 opposed. 


ARTICLE 6: Mr. Richard Lee made the motion to adopt Article 6 as written “To see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate Forty Thousand Dollars ($40,000.00) for the purposes of 
repairs to the Atwood Road Bridge and authorize the withdrawal of Five Thousand Dollars 
($5,000.00) from the Capital Bridge Fund. The balance of the repair cost Thirty Five Thousand 
Dollars ($35,000.00) is to come from general taxation” and said that this was recommended by 
the Selectmen. The motion was seconded. Discussion followed. Declared passed by 
acclamation. 


ARTICLE 7: Mr. Gerald Rayno made the motion to adopt Article 7 as written “To see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Six Thousand Dollars ($6,000.00) for the 
purpose of revising and updating the Planning and Zoning Ordinance, Subdivision and Site Plan 
Review Regulation” and said that this was recommended by the Selectmen. The motion was 
seconded. No discussion followed. Declared passed by acclamation. 


ARTICLE 8: Mr. Richard Biron made the motion to adopt Article 8 as written “To see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Thirty Thousand Dollars ($30,000.00) for the 
Wilmot Volunteer Fire Company, Inc.” and said this was recommended by the Selectmen. The 
motion was seconded. No discussion followed. Declared passed by acclamation. 


ARTICLE 9: Mr. Gerald Rayno made the motion to adopt Article 9 as written “To see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Seven Hundred and Ninety Dolalrs ($790.00) 
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to pay for certain studies of electric load profiles within the Town and other related research in 
furtherance of possible aggregation of the Town’s and/or its residents’ and businesses’ electric 
loads in the NHMA Pooled Energy Plan in preparation for deregulation of the electric industry in 
New Hampshire” and said it was recommended by the Selectmen. The motion was seconded. 
Discussion followed. The motion passed with seventeen in opposition. 


ARTICLE 10: Mrs. Margaret Howe made the motion to adopt Article 10 as written “To see if 
the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Seven Hundred Ninety Dollars ($790.00) 
for the purpose of supporting and funding the services of the Kearsarge Area Council on Aging.” 
The motion was second. No discussion followed. The motion passed unanimously. 


ARTICLE 11: Mr. Matthew Siranian made the motion to adopt Article 11 as written, “To see if 
the Town will accept so-called Stone Bridge Road as a Town road, Class V, as soon as said 
Stone Bridge Road has been constructed in accordance with Town specifications as reported by 
the Town Road Agent.” The motion was seconded. Discussion followed. Motion was made to 
move the question. Motion to move seconded. All in favor: 22 All not in favor: 50 Motion 
defeated. 


ARTICLE 12: Mr. Thomas G. Kraeger made the motion to adopt Article 12 as written “To see 
if the Town will vote with the passage of this article to resolve to publicly express its outrage and 
dismay at the State of New Hampshire, the Governor, the Governor’s Council, and the New 
Hampshire Department of Resources and Economic Development (DRED) for the lack of due 
process and notice for the erection of a 180 foot tower at the summit of Mount Kearsarge; the 
disregard for the scenic and aesthetic values consistent with the use of public park land; and the 
selling of public resources for commercial use under the guise of police and public safety, and the 
betrayal of public trust.” The motion was seconded. Discussion followed. Motion passed with 
two in opposition. 


Under new business: 


The motion was made to petition the State of New Hampshire to remove the existing Cellular 
One Tower. The motion was seconded. All in favor. The motion passed unanimously. 


A motion was made to adjourn. Seconded. Meeting adjourned. 
After the meeting Mr. Richard Biron made a presentation of a Certificate of Appreciation and 
dinner for two to La Meridiana Restaurant to Mr. Robert K. Minard, Jr. for his sixteen years of 


dedicated service to the Town of Wilmot as Moderator.

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1998 REPORT OF THE WILMOT PLANNING BOARD 


Much of your Planning Boards’ activity during 1998 centered around the drafting of a 
proposed new Zoning Ordinance which will be voted on at this year’s 1999 Town Meeting. 


In addition to our regular “first Monday of the month” meetings, two public input and 
informational sessions, and six working sessions were held. Monthly office hours when 
applications could be accepted also were established. 


In developing the new Ordinance, input was obtained from the following sources: 


* 1996 Wilmot Master Plan which summarized, based on answers to questionnaires 
mailed to all Wilmot residents, the type of Town desired for the future. 

* Public meetings, reports of subcommittees and questionnaire responses during 1998. 
* Central NH Regional Planning Commission. 

* Town Attorney. 

* Planning Board members, particularly concerning deficiencies and inconsistences in 
the existing Ordinance. 


The new Ordinance is more descriptive and provides for greater flexibility in allowing for 
different uses in each of the Zoning Districts. The format has been revised, definitions added, and 
wordings clarified. General requirements for the Commercial Districts are clarified. General 
requirements for the Commercial Districts are specified. A new Article on “Telecommunications” 
is included. 


Normal business included a Site Plan approval for New London Floorcraft, a two-lot 
subdivision, a nine-lot subdivision (SWJM Corp., south side of Route 11), two home-occupation 
approvals, three voluntary mergers, four preliminary design reviews, procedure changes, and an 
amendment to the Flood Plain Ordinance. 

Subject to the passage of the new Zoning ordinance, we plan on revising our Site Plan and 
Subdivision Regulations during 1999. We will welcome volunteers to aid in these projects.

Established in accordance with state law, the Central New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission 
(CNHRPC) is a voluntary association of 20 towns in Merrimack and Hillsborough Counties and the City 
of Concord. The Town of Wilmot is a member in good standing of the Commission. 


The Commission's mission is to improve, through education, training, and planning assistance, the ability 
of the municipalities of the region to prepare and implement municipal plans; to prepare a plan for effective 
and appropriate development and utilization of the resources of the region; and to assist municipalities in 
carrying out the regional plan. 


The Commission provides a variety of planning services, including telephone consultations on planning 
issues; planning research; sample ordinances, regulations, and planning documents; models; data and access 
to data sources; grant information; review and comment on planning documents; development review; and 
educational programs. Membership also entitles a community to affordable master planning assistance, GIS 
mapping, and grant preparation. During 1998, our services in Wilmot included: 


Creating a schedule for zoning updates; Provided noise level information to the ZBA; Reviewed proposed 
site plan and subdivision procedures; Provided sample warrant article language; Provided copies of the 
Office of State Planning ZBA handbook to members of the ZBA; Provided information and conditions 
regarding special exception requirements; Reviewed Planning Board procedures on accepting/reviewing 
plats; Provided a copy of the model Telecommunications Ordinance; Staff attended a Planning Board 
meeting; Continued working with the Planning Board on the Zoning Ordinance Update; Information was 
provided for the Floodplain Ordinance; Provided conflict of interest information to Planning Board Members 
and information on the RSA permitting Planning Boards to pass consultant cost to developers.

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WILMOT PUBLIC LIBRARY 
REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


In 1998, the Wilmot Public Library loaned 3,542 adult and juvenile books, 570 videos, and 256 
magazines. Audiotapes, primarily in the form of books-on-tape, continued to be very popular with a circulation 
of 299. Through interlibrary loan, 198 books were borrowed by our library and 55 were borrowed from our 
library. New this year was a small collection of music CDs. They were donated to our library and are available 
for checkout. We continue to gratefully accept additional CD donations in an attempt to expand our collection 
without breaking our budget. 


Among this year’s programs were the winter book discussions led by Terry Fiset, the performance of 
the Sweet Adelines Profile Chorus at the Fnends of the Library Annual Meeting in May, the Historic Cooking 
discussion program presented in October by Virginia Taylor and the Wednesday evening Summer Reading 
Program. Stories were read by summer readers, John William, Rick, Zuehlke and Kathy VanWeelden. This 
year, the children created a storybook entitled “The Ragged Mountain Gobble-a Wilmot Thanksgiving Tale as 
Told by Her Children”. It is a delightfully illustrated creation expertly published by Rick Zuehlke and George 
Howe. Full-color issues are available at the Library. 


Other events included monthly visits to the Library from the children of the Wilmot Learning Place. 
They enjoyed stories read by John William, Rick Zuehlke and librarian Kathi Donovan. Also, the Book and 
Bake Sale took place on August 29, in conjunction with the Wilmot Congregational Church Flea Market. As a 
result of the superior organizational skills of Friends co-president Pat Pfisterer and Friends Board of Directors 
member Barbara Fitts, the only residents who dared not bake were those unavoidably interred at the Bunker 
Hill, Pine Hill and First Free Baptist church cemeteries. And, Alan Tupper painted the rainroof expertly built 
by Don Lucas last year. 


The Friends of the Wilmot Public Library and co-presidents Ray and Pat Pfisterer have provided 
excellent support once again. Vice-president Susan Kraeger, Secretary Donna Sweet, Treasurer George Howe 
and Board of Directors, Jay and Linda Lambert, Carolyn Benson, Mimi Broadhead, Barbara Fittts and Anne 
Moodey are creative and dedicated. They, along with the general Friends membership, helped with everything 
from fundraising to gardening, newsletter production, new-baby book presentations, and volunteering at the 
circulation desk. The Friends made a large contribution toward the purchase of the Library’s new photocopies 
and they provided us with a Christa McAuliffe Planetarium Pass available to library patrons and their guests.

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1998 REPORT OF THE WILMOT SOLID WASTE AND RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


The total amount of solid waste and recycleables was 6% higher than in 1997. Recycleables were 17% of 
the total, a 1% increase over 1997. There was no hazardous waste collection as we are on a two year 
cycle, with the next collection scheduled for mid 1999. That collection will be for all forms of hazardous 
waste. 


The transfer station operator and committee chairman attended the one-day NH Governor’s Recycle 
Conference. They had an opportunity to meet people involved in waste management and learn what 
other towns are doing on waste issues. 


George Howe, who served 9n this committee for many years and was the chairman, elected to retire. We 
thank George for his dedicated service. Linda Lambert and Don Novak joined the committee, and Don 
became the new chairman. 


The Selectmen approved the semi-annual publication of a solid waste & recycle newsletter on a trial basis. 
The purpose of this newsletter is to inform residents of the rules by which the transfer station operates, 
promote ways to reduce waste and increase recycling, and encourage proper disposal of hazardous 
waste.

Call the town office to leave a message for me or 
call me at home 526-6686 - to set up an appointment. As your Town Welfare Office, I will keep 
your call confidential. 


Do you need food? The Wilmot Food bank maintains food shelves located at the town 
Office. Any Wilmot resident is entitled to TAKE WHAT YOU NEED, no questions asked. The 
hours are 9-12 weekdays and other times by chance. You may also LEAVE FOOD IF YOU 
HAVE PLENTY. Ifyou care to participate, please bring canned goods or strongly wrapped 
foods - no perishables. This project is supported as a volunteer effort of the Wilmot churches and 
people like you and me. 


Another ongoing volunteer effort is the Christmas Giving Program. Our Christmas Elves, 
Mary Kay Huntoon and Jennifer Lockwood organized the program whereby townspeople bought 
gifts from the wish list supplied to them. Confidentiality of both donor and donee is observed. 
There were more than 30 Wilmot people (mostly children) who received remembrances. These 
two ladies worked diligently to make this popular program a tremendous success. 


Once again, Christmas food baskets were delivered around town on Christmas eve 
afternoon. It’s a great way to catch the Christmas spirit. Mary Kay Huntoon drove me around 
town. She brought along Robbie Huntoon who did most of the carrying while I did the greeting. 
We called on elderly, people living alone, disabled folks, sick people and needy families. We 
visited 28 households with baskets of goodies, including Connie Jordan’s fruit breads and 
Gingerbread men and Fiona Schoeler’s individual bread loaves.

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UNH COOPERATIVE EXTENSION REPORT-1998 


UNH Cooperative Extension provides Merrimack County residents with research-based 
education and practical information, enhancing their ability to make informed decisions that 
strengthen youth, families and communities, sustain natural resources, forests, wildlife and 
agriculture, and improve the economy. 


Because of our partnership with Merrimack County, the State of New Hampshire and the 
Federal Government, we go by the special name of UNH Cooperative Extension. In every 
Merrimack County community this partnership is at work, increasing economic development, 
enhancing the environment and developing human potential. 


Merrimack County residents also benefit from statewide Extension programming. Among 
these many local and state efforts are monitoring water quality in our lakes and rivers, reducing 
the use of pesticides, parenting programs, 4-H and youth development programs, land use 
management, food safety, forest stewardship, family finances, meeting the needs of low income 
families, strengthening our communities, developing a strong volunteer base through our local 
Advisory Council, Master Gardeners, Family Focus parenting volunteers and 4-H leaders, and 
providing research-based information to citizens. 


A major statewide Extension initiative, Strengthening New Hampshire Communities, has 
impacted Merrimack County. County staff have worked with many communities in a variety of 
ways. Community Profiles have been held in Henniker, Loudon and Pittsfield within the past two 
years. This community event helps community members create a vision about what they want 
their community to be like and then helps form action groups to work toward their goals. Follow 
up support is available from UNH Cooperative Extension staff. If this community process might 
be of interest to your community, contact the Merrimack County office for more information. 


Other community efforts include after-school programs, teen assessment projects, land use 
management planning, wellness teams, town office visits, master gardeners, working with schools 
on maintenance of landscaped areas, and providing updated Extension publication notebooks to 
all town libraries. A family resource center and after-school project in Boscawen sees staff 
working with the community. 


The staff in Merrimack County includes these Extension educators: Judith Bush, Debbie 
Cheever, Nancy Evans, Tim Fleury, Kathleen Jaworski, Debbie Luppold, John Porter, David 
Seavey, Marilyn Sullivan and three support staff. Educators reach approximately 1.5 out of every 
four families in the county.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, contact your local Warden or 
Fire Department to find out if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Coalitions of RSA 227- 
L:17, the fire permit law and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable 
by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 


There are ten Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands, Forest 
Protection Bureau. State Forest Rangers are available to assist communities with forest fire suppression, 
prevention and training programs as well as the enforcement of forest fire and timber harvest laws. If you have 
any questions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, please call our office at 271-2217. 


There are 2,400 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens throughout the state. Each town 
has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy Wardens who assist the Forest Rangers with forest fire suppression 
prevention, and law enforcement. Early in 1998 we experienced an ice storm, which caused severe damage to 
forests of New Hampshire. This damage created a greater potential fire hazard as well as safety hazards to many 
areas of the state. Your local fire warden and Forest Rangers need your assistance in preventing wildfires in these 
hard hit areas and throughout the State. If you need assistance or information dealing with ice damaged 
woodlands, please call 1-800-444-8978. 


The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 contract aircraft patrols. This 
early detection and reports from citizens aid in the quick response from local fire departments. This is a critical 
factor in controlling the size of wildland fires and keeping the loss of property and suppression costs as low as 
possible.
